StAff Correspondent 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—The 
open candidacy of Senator Thomas 
J. Walsh, the senate’s famous “oil 
prosecutor,” for the Democratic 
presidential nomination In opposi­ 
tion to Governor Al Smith, of New 
York, and Senator James A. Heed, 
of Missouri, today threatened 
to 
project a sharp Democratic row at 
at the Houston convention. 
Walsh threw his hat into the 
Democratic ring with an announce­ 
ment broadly declared that William 
G. McAdoo was behind his candi­ 
dacy. This caused little surprise in 
Washington but it was looked upon 
as certain to provoke a bitter fight 
between the Walsh and Smith 
forces. 
Effect in Doubt. 
The effect on Reed's candidacy 
was problematical. 
One group of 
Capitol Hill politicians felt that 
Reed might emerge the winner if 
Smith, failing to win the nomina­ 
tion, concentrated his strength on 
depriving Walsh of victory,. Under 
such circumstances, it was 
said, 
Reed might win as a compromise 
between the two. Other Democrat­ 
ic leaders, however, thought an ac­ 
tive campaign by Walsh would cre­ 
ate such a deadlock that all three 
would be eliminated before Hous­ 
ton named a Democratic standard- 
bearer. 
It was generally believed 
here 
that Walsh’s entry would make 
Smith’s fight for the nomination 
far more difficult than with Reed 
as his only prominent antagonist. 
Among the “Dark Horses” men­ 
tioned here as likely to benefit 
from a three-cornered deadlock at 
Houston were Owen D. Young, of 
New York, former American rep­ 
arations commissioner; Governor 
Vie Donahey, of Ohio, and Senator 
Joe T. Robinson, 
of Arkansas. 
Anyone of the three might win, it 
was said, if Smith, Reed and Walsh 
eliminated each other. 
Hopes For Compromise. 
The outcome was felt to depend 
a great deal on how strong Walsh 
will be in the convention. He has 
announced he will enter the pri­ 
maries in Wisconsin, South Dakota 
and California. 
He is certain to 
get his home state of Montana, and 
scattered votes from other western 
delegations. 
If he can enter the

Lord Dunmore dictated the terms of the agreement which was to bo lowed

ratified in the Spring and he insisted that it should be signed by all I 
the chiefs in the Confederacy. 
A well known chief, named Logan, (Tah-gah-jute) of the Cayuga 
Tribe had been living in a cabin along the Scioto River at a place af­ 
terwards called Westfall, a short distance west of the Shawnee towns 
on the Plains. He was not at the Battle of Point Pleasant nor had he 
joined Cornstalk's confederacy. He had been on the warpath south of 
the Ohio Paver, where he had perpetrated many murders in a spirrt of 
revenge for the killing of his people by Greathouse at Baker’s Tavern 
in the Spring of 1774. Logan was invited by Lord Dunmor? to attend 
the council and sign the articles of po ice, but he icfused to do so say­ 
ing he was a warrior and not a counsellor. The commander-in-chief I 
thinking he could coerce him sent his interpreter John Gibson to bring 
him to the camp. He stiil refused to go and asked Gibson to tak<’ his 
message to Lord Dunmore. Gibson was for his day an educated man, 
he spoke and understood the Indian language thoroughly 
and was 
known to be honest and dependable. He copied on a piece of paper the ; 
message which Logan gave him and returning to the camp he read it! 
to Lord Dunmore and his staff, one of whom was Captain George Rog- , 
era Clark, then 23 years of age. This speech was as follows: 
“I appeal to any white to say, if ever he entered Logan’s cabin 
hungry and he gave him not meat: if ever he came cold and naked and 
he clothed him not. During the course of the last long and bloody war 
uogan remained idle in his cabin, an advocate for peace. Such was my 
love for the whiles, that my countrymen printed as they passed, and 
aid. 'Logan is a friend of white men.” I had even thought to have lived I 
U h you, but for the injuries of one man. 
Colonel Cresap the last 
Ting, in cold blood, and unprovoked murdered all the relations of J 
<ogan, not even sparing my women and children. There runs not a drop 
->f my blood in the veins of any living creature. This called on me for 
*evenge. I h ive sought it: I have killed many: I have fully glutted my 
>>ne:seance. For my country I rejoice at the beams of peace. But do 
act harbor a thought that mine is the joy of fear. Logan never felt j 
ear. 
He will not turn on his heel to save his life. 
Who is there to 
nourn for Logan?. Not one.” 
The articles of reconciliation, without the name of Logan attached, | 
’>eing signed by all parties Lord Dunmore broke camp on the 31st. day 
*>f Oc’ober and started his return march to Williamsburg, then the j 
spital of Virginia, where he arrived on the 5th. day of December. 
Governor Dunmore wras undoubtedly loyal to the colony which he 
governed and yet at the same time for personal reasons he preferred 
I ranee with th* Indians living in the Dominion of Quebec rather than 
I var. There weir many important items in the compact made that 
I vtober Day on the Plains of Pickaway but not one was more welcome 
long the frontier than that which pledged the Indians to filth re peace, j 
’rom every quarter congratulations poured in on toe commander-in- 1 
lief and for the time being the discontent of the citizens over the acts 
f the British parliament was silenced by the success of the expe­ 
dition of the royal governor. The Battle of Point Pleasant was hailed ; 
w the Virginians aa a great victory and was counted as the greatest 
vittle ever fought with the Indians. There were some persons who ' 
ransored the English lord because he did not annihilate the Indians 
vhen he had them in his power at the Plains of Pickswuy, but the 
icreasing rumblings of w ar in the colony of Virginia and the reports I 
a resistance to the Redcoats from th** northern colonies soon quieted 
he criticisms of the few, and their complaint of kind-heartedness of 
ho commander-in-chief toward Cornstalk and his warriors was soon 
hanged to approval because of his expedition's great accomplishments 
or peace. The Indians understood they had made the compact with 
he Virginians, and for the time being this agreement separated them 
rom the British and the Indians who wrare their allies. 
About six months after the triumphant return cf Lord Dunmore from 
his expedition against the Indians on the Plains of Pickaway, royalty in 
Virginia was in such bad repute that he had gone for safety to a Brit­ 
ish ship of v.*ar. Sever;*! royal governors from the mors northern col- ! 
onies had abdicated and fled to British ships. Events which had been i 
accumulating for years gave Lord Dunmore a rude awakening and 
his dream of a vast baronial estate on the banks of the "beautiful riv­ 
er’’ were blasted forever.
